CHAH3EES made contact vdth the above described group as directed, 
met each of its members,^and propdeded to attempt to carry .out PEIERS* » 
instriidtions. From"the time of his- establishing contact vrith the "VaRS 
^o\^j CTAJffiERS continued to develop this underground apparatus and by 
late, 1936^ hahad succeeded in activating the follo^win'g individuals: 

HENRY JULIAIJ;^DLEIGH, employed in 'the Trade Agreements Section, Department 
of State; yOXLIAM -^^ftRD PJ^AN, employe^(<<fn the Bureau of S-tandards, 

Department: of Commerce; HAHIY DEXT^f^IlE (now deceased), employed in the 
ifreaspry Department; ABRAHAii^ GEORd&''SiLVERM^, employed by the Railroad 
Retirement Board; and .DONALD’ HISS. empl oyed in the Department of State, 
J3HAMBERS had met ALGEfi*'H*ISS~inri^5j when HISS v/as employed, by the United 
States Senate l<{iinitions Committee; this meeting occurj^ed in a downtown 
restaurant in Washington; D. 'C,^VaRE and probably JPTETERS- were present., 

The latter was alreacfy acquainted with AIGBR HISS,-,arid CHAi&ERS believes 
HISS’ had been a m^er of the WARE ^oup prior to the time that CHAMBFi?S 
met its monbers, ^is initial meetiiig between CHAMBERS and .ALGER HISS 
' soon resulted in a close friendship between them and CHAlffiERS’ saw'HISS 
at frequent intervals thereafter in Washington,^ 

■ late 1936 in Nev/ York City, .CHAJfflERS was introduced by J. 

PEIERS to a Russian whom he subsequently-learned was BORIS BIKOVi. Until 
this. time,. CHAl-sBERS had been functioning-under orders from INTERS vdth 
respect to his underground worki BYKOV immediately assumed supervision 
•. of CHAMBERS•' activitie^as well as those*.of the'Vfeshington apparatus," 

, ^d expressed a strong desire to meet those members of the group -Who. 

appeared to be in the most strategic places of employment and to -"put -them 
in. a productive frame of mind.'* Accordin^y, CHAMBliRS arranged for BYKOV- 
to meet HISS at a movie, theatre in Brooklyn, New York; this meeting took * • 

. place as 'scheduled in the §2riiig_niUL93ily with CHA1^BERS .acting as inter¬ 
preter from German, inasmuch as- BYKOV could not speak English, and HISS 
agreed to BYKOV'S, request that he commence furnishing State Depar-tmeht 
docuinen’ts to CHAJiBERS for transmittal to BYKOV, 

Pursuant to BYKOV'S .desire to meet members of tbhe ^%RE group,. 
CHAiSERS also arranged for BYKOV to meet ABRAHAM GEORGE SiLVERf.lAN, HARRY 
DEXTER WHITE and. HENRY HILL COLLINS, JR. 

(^hortly after the HISSrrBYKOV meeting-; CHAMBERS began to receive' 
State Department documents from HISS on a regular basis, the transmittals 
occurring on personal meetings between them, in the'HISS residence in 
Washington at inter^vals of a week or ten days,^wi-th few exceptions; stich ■ 
as -tirites HISS was,' on. vac.ati.Qh/br other 'circximstances prevented such 
meetings:,, vpiis arrangement continued -until, approxima-tely April,- 1938, 
when CHA}<JBEfe severed .connections with the Communist Party and BYKOV; he 
fixes the time of his defection as the second v/eek of April, 1938^.^luring 
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this period^ GHA.1QERS also received United States Government documentis' from 
■\VILLIAM WARD PIGiiAN, employed in the United States Bureau of Standards, 
FRANKLIN VICTOR RENO^ ah employee of Ike Aberdeen Proving Ground, HARRY 
DEXTERI TS, employed in the United States Treasury Department, and JfE^Y 
JIGfj , an employee of the Department of State, although at less 
frequent intervals and consequently on a lesser quantitative basis. All 
such material received by CHAMBERS from the above-mentioned persons, v/ith 
the exception of AIGER> HISS, consisted of original Govehiment documents. 

In the beginning, ALGER KISS supplied only original Government documents, 
but commencing in the Summer of 1937, he began to turn over to CHAl^BE?^, 
typewi’tten excer^tte and summaries of such documents, as v/ell as continuing 
to furnish originals of other Government documents. For iiie first few 
months of this operation, CHAMBERS himself photographed the documents with 
a Leica camera in a Baltimore anartment made a'^ailable by DAVID VERNQN-, 
^*5IJiMEBMANL, who was known to CHAAIB^S as DAVID^^CARRSNTER. Later, ZIMMERMAN 
himself v/as utilized to perform this photographic work' in Tfeshington .and, 
in addition, an individual known to CHA}.iBERS as "FELIX” arid identified as 
FELIX AUGUST INSLERMIAN, in Baltimore, also was used to photograph some of 
the documents supplied by 'HISS and probably handled the RENO, material in 
addition while ZE/MERliAN handled the photography of the WADLEIGH arid PIGMN 
documents, The developed films would then be turned over to BYKOV by 
CHi.M3ERS. 


During the above period of operations, BYKOV made available- for 
work wiih CHA'MBERS another agent who was available for photographic work 
as needed, one "pHTH," nov/ identified as T/ILLIAM EDWARD CRANE, .Los Angeles, 
California,, and who terminated his supposed activity .about the. time CHA1®ERS 
broke with Coirimunist Party.

CKAl-BERS, in 1937, had begun to consider seriously the advisability 
of divorcing himself completely from tiie Cpirmunist Party and his current 
espionage activities, and by early 1938 he had decided definitely to sever 
all such connections. He v/as still meeting ii^ER HISS, 1’tADLEIGH, PIGMAN and' 
l/iKiTE when he reached- this decision and he began to accumulate documentary 
material^he received from these persons rather- than deliver it to BYKOV, 
^h^tly after, he accomplished his break from ihe Party in 1938 and his 
consequen^discontinuation of espionage activities} CHAMBERS delivered to 
NATHAN Ly^VINE, his wife's nephew, for safekeeping, the follov/ing material 
which he had accumulated; , 


(A) 65 typev/ritten pages of documents given him by ALGER HISS} 
(‘B) 4 small, notes in handwriting of ALGER HLSS; 

(C) 4 sheets^ of paper in handwriting of HARRY DEXTER 'VSHITE} 

(D) 3 cans of urideveloped' film; and 
.(E) 2 strips; of developed film. 
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Items and B above consist of 64 typev/ritten documents which can 
be identified as»%ritten on the typewriter of AIGEE HISS, maintained in his 
home at ITashington, D. C,, 1 document written on typevn'iter, the ownership 
of vAiich has not been determined, and 4 hand v/ritten memoranda in pencil 
which are in the handwriting of ALGER HISS. 

These.are either copies in whole or part or the paraphrased sub¬ 
stance of identified official Government docvmaents, a part of the files 
and records of the United States State Department, Vfeshington, D, C. HISS 
had no authority to disclose this information and ciw^BERS had no auiiiority 
to receive same. • - «- ■ I - 

This material remained in 'an vinused dumbwaiter shaft in the LEVINE 
residence, 260 Rochester Avenue, Brookljnn, New York,, jUntil November 14, 1948, 
when ,GHA?fIBERS removed it. He produced "yie documentary material on November 
17>, 1948 , during the course of a pre-trial examination of .himself by cowsel 
for ALGER HISS in a libel and slander action brought by HISS against CHAiffiERS 
in United States District Court, Baltimore, J/iaryland, such action arising 
out of CHAl^BERS' public statement that ALGER HISS was a Comm\mist. The films 
'.vere delivered by CHAMBERS to representatives of the House Committee on 
Un-Amcrican Activities, on December 2, 1948, at CHA!tEBER3''farm, Westminster, 
liaryland. 

On December I 5 , 1948, pursuant to subpoena*, AIGER HISS testified 
under oath before a Special Grand Ju 3 jy of the Southern District of Nev^ York, 
which Grand Jury was conducting an investigation pertaining to possible 
violation of Espionage laws of the United States and any other federal 
criminal statutes) the purpose of si^ch inquiry having been so stated to HISS,, 
and he made the following ansvjers to'the following questions; 

'*Q. Mr. HISS) you have probably been asked this'-question before, but 
I * d like to ask the ques tion again. A.t any time' did you, or Mrs. HISS 
in your presence,, turn any documents of the State Depar^ent, or of any 
oilier. Government organization/ or copies of any documents of the State 
Department or any other Government orgshization, over to 'AHITTAKER 
CHAMBERS? 


A. Neverg Exceptihg. I assume, the title certificate' to the Tofd . 

Q. In order to clarify it, v/ould that be the only exceotion. 

. V 

A. fhe only exception. 

JUROR; .To\nobody, else did you turn over any documents, to any other 
person?'^ 

THE V/ITNESS; And'to no other unauthorized person. I certainly could' 
have to other officials 
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On the occasion of the, above-described appearance of ALGER HISS 
before the Special Grand Jury qf the Southern District of New York, he 
also made the follovdng-answeres to the follovdng questions: 

" -s * 

'•Q, Now, }fr, HISS, Mr. CHAliBERS says that he obtained typevaritten 
copies of original State documents from you. 

A. I know he has. 

Q. Did you ever‘see Mr. CHAMBERS after you entered into the State 
Department? A, I do not believe I did. I cannot swear that I did 
, not see him some time, say, in the Fall of *36. And I entered the 
State Department September 1, 1936, 

Q. Nov/you say possibly in the Fall of *36. A. Ihat v/ould be 
possible, 

Q. Can you say definitely with reference to the Winter of *36; I 
mean, say December, *36? A, Yes, I think I can say definitely I 
did not see him. 

Can you say definitely that you did not see him after January 
i, 1937? A, I can definitely say that. 

.Mr. VjHS/^TY: Understand of course, exclusive of House hearings, and 
exclusive of the Grand Juiy. 

THE raiNESS: Oh, yes.« 

On December 15, 1948, the above-mentioned Special,Grand Jury 
handed up to United States District Judge JOHN VI. CLANCY, Southern District 
of Nev/ York, a* true bill charging that (Count One) the first portion of the 
above-quoted, testimony of ALGER HISS, as he then and there well knev/ arid 
belie wd, was untrue in that HISS, being then and there employed in the 
Deparfxneht of State in or about the months of Februa:^ or Iferch, 1938, 
furnished, delivered and transmitted to CHMBERS, v/ho was not a person 
authorized to receive them, copies of numerous secret, confidential and 
restricted documents-, writings, notes and other papers, the originals of 
which had theretofore’ been removed and abstracted from the possession and 
custody of the Department of State in viplation of Title 18 United States 
Code 1621, Such true bill further charged that (Count T^o), the second 
portion of the above-quoted testimony,, as ALGER HISS.,then and there well 
knev/ and believed, was untrue in that he did in fact see and converse with 
CHAiiBERS in or about the months of Febmiary and March, 1938 in violation of 
Title 18 United States Code .1621, On Decemfeer 16, 1948, HISS personally 
pleaded not guilty to both such counts of the indictment on arraigiment 
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before Judge CIANCYj bond was fixed at $5^000 which was immediately furnished 
and HISS was released to await trial oh January 24^ 1949, -vhich date was 
subsequently postponed by court-approved stipulation to February 24, 1949, 
and later extended for trial to March 21;,' I949, 

Ihe Statute of Limitattons will bar prosecution of ALG0R. HISS with ' 
respect to the above-described violations of Title 18 United States Code 1621 
on and after December I5, I95I;

He joined the Communist Party in I 924 and sometime thereafter 
became an employee of the "Daily Worker" in New York City. During his 
employment vdth this newspaper, he held ntunerous positions, and at the time 
of cessation of his employment in 1929, he was the Editor of 
Jforker ." Earing this period,- he met j; PETERS, who was, in 1929 
Treasurer of the'Hungarian Communist nevspaper "Uj Elore." -in I 929 , 
GENE^'JE/ISSIMO STALIN gained corftrol of the Communist Party in Russia and 
of the International Communist* Party Organization. 

CHA1.SERS vail’testify that, when this happened, he made known 
®PPositionjt 2 ,,.^e new Stalinist tactics -with the Party^ that shortly 
thereafter l.iArX?|!^PIAN v/as made CHA1.3ER‘S assistant and gradually took over 
the editorship‘of the "Daily Vforker." CHAliBERS then became disgusted with 
t^e -rthole affair,, walked out of ihe "Daily Vforker" ^d did not return. He 
\vi-ll state that, in the period covering I 929 to 1932, he was not active in 
Cojjm.u:->ist Party circles, but was no't formally expelled from the Party. He 
T/ill -siestiiy that, ,in- the Summer of .1932, he mads his peace xvith the Communist 
Party and became Editor of the magazineMasses," and held, this position 
, for a period of some monthsi 

^ I'^hile employed at the ’•Nev/ Masses," he was approached by MAX*^ 

BmDACHT, vfoo, according to CHAl»!BERS, v/as at that ^timfi a member of the Central 
CoMm-j>;tee of the Communist Party and head of theTfStemational Workers Oitier, 
BEDAv'iIT informed CHAMBERS that the .latter had been seXe'ct§'3’^fof*T3K9'?r^oiind** 
work in the" Communist Party, Immediately thereafter, CHAMBERS left "New 
hasss.-c" and began his underground work on behalf of the Communist Party.. 

From %is period in 1932 until about late I 934 , CHAMBERS was introduced 
vO ? senes of Soviet agents and worked 'for them in a Communist underground 
apparatus in New York City. During this period related above, CHAMBERS 
hud oeen seeing J, BESBS-regularly^* In late 1934,- after the departure 
from New .Yprk City *61^ULRICH afi&^LLAINE, his Soviet contacts at that time, 
o» iBIERS indicated ^o CKAISBERS^ that he, EETERS, had an underground apparatus 
operating n the Commxinist Party, It was, a3.so at this time in CHAlffiER'S 
mors or less regular meetings with J. PETERS tHat the latter began dropping 
hints to* the effect .that he had something extremely interesting operating in 
Vfeshington, D. C. ‘ 
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In the latter part of 1934^ j. PETERS introduced CHAMBERS to 
H^OH) VJARE in New York City. Some tine thereafter, in about the Fall of 1934, 
CHAISERS went to Yfeshington, D, C, at the direction of J. PETERS and there 
met HAROLD WRE , . PETERS told' CHAMBERS he was to learn the set-up and 
personnel of the Ware apparatus and. then to build up a parallel apparatus, 
using .certain members of Vfere's group at first and then to branch out. 

Again upon j. PETERS’ instruction^ CHAMBERS, at this time, was to 
act as a courier between the Ware group in Washington, D,. C, and J. PETERS 
in New'York City. Upon CHAl»iBER‘S first arrival in Washington, D. C., some- 
jtime shortly after the meeting v;ith WARE in New York City, he met HAROLD 
Vv!ARE "ty pre-arrangement. WARE then took him to the violin studio of his 
sister, HELEN 'i'iARE, which was located on Connecticut Avenue near Du Pont 
Circle. On this particular trip to Vfeshington, CHAifBERS stayed for one or 
two days and spent the nigt^^sleeping in a little room that was located 
just off ttie front of HKSNy^ElS,.v iolin studio. Shortly after this first 
trip CHAMBERS made a s’ubsequent trip to Washington, and on this occasion 
HAltOLD '^W.RS took him to the apartment of HENRY HILL COLLINS, JR., which was 
located on St, Matthew Court. V/ARE introduced' CHAfABERS to COLLINS on this 
occasion. On this and subsequent visits to the apartment of HENRY HILL 
COLLINS, JR., CHAJ.{BERS was introduced under the pseudonym ”C^L'’ to the 
parsons \Tho were gathered at the COLLINS’ apartment on these occasions. 

CHAMBERS vdll testify that he met^^e following persons at the 
^^a-v^nent of HENRY HILL COLLINS, JR-: JOHlJi^T, DONALD HISS, CHARLES 

(KRAMERV. VICTOR FERLO. HENRY HILL COLLlNST^’TTnffiCl^SlI^N^^ 

NATHAN AND HAROLD^ WARE , ' ' ‘ . 

GHAtffiERS will state the aoove mentioned persons v/ere dues^-paying 
members' of a Communist- Party underground apparatus operating in- "Washington, 

0.. C; that one of his specific duties as a courier at this time was to collect 
frf'in HENRY HILL COLLINS, JR., the Treasurer of this group, Conimunist Party 
does and to deliver them to J. PETERS in Nev/ York City, In connection v/ith 
this group, CHA^fBERS v/ill state that there was only one other officer in this 
groivo. This officer carried the title of leader, and at the time CH/iMBERS 
.first became acquainted with the group HAROLD v/as the leader. However, 
his death, NATHAN WITT succeeded to this position. 

While CHAiSERS was attending these first series, of meetings in 
lave l 934, he met, for the first time, AIDER HISS. CH.AluBERS will testify 
this meeting took place in a downtown restaurant in Washington, D, C., 
a:ui chat HAROLD ViARE was definitely present at this introduction and probably 
J. r.-iTERS vfas also-present. 
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CHAICBERS ivill testify that J» PETERS told him he was desirous of 
having as many as possible of the members o f HAROLD iARE*^ appai*atvts transfer 
from the New Deal agencies in which they viere presently Employed to ‘‘old 
line” government agencies such as’ Justice, State, Interior, otw i J. PETERS 
also told CHAISERS that, if these people were successful in getting, into 
“old line” government agencies, they were to be made the nucleus of a new 
underground parallel apparatus. For reasons of clarity, CHAKffiERS refers to 
the V/are group as Apparatxis A and the nev^ group vAiich he subsequently formulat¬ 
ed as Apparatus B, 

CHAlfflERS will testify ’that, at the time he. first met ALGER HISS, 
vihich was during his first visity to "Washington, D, C, in connection v/ith 
Apparatus A, HISS was employed by the Nye Committee (.United States Senate 
Munitions Committee), CHAMBERS vd.ll further tystify fiiat, because of the 
nature of ALGER HISS* employment, he had been taken out of Apparatus- A 
by J. PETERS, (HISS v/as.on loan from the Agricultural Adjus-tmant Administra¬ 
tion to the Nye Committee from Augiist, 1934 to ISay, 1935,-and thereafter 
was appoin-ted legal assistant to thie Committee and held this position from 
May to August, 1935)• CHAMBERS will state that about this time, late 1934 or 
e^ly I935i he moved his family from New York City to St, Paul Street, Balti¬ 
more, Maryland, CHAK5BERS ‘and his family lived at the St, Paul Street address 
for a period of some months, During the period that CHAMBERS resided in 
Baltimore, he had been seeing ALGER HISS, for more or less regular intervals, 
became close friends, and on the occasion of one of these visits HISS informed 
CHA1®BRS that he v?as just moving or had moved to a furnished apartment on, 

P Street, Northv/est, V^ashington, D, C, HISS also related that the 'lease on 
the HISS apartment on 28th Street, Northwest, Washington, D, Ci had several 
months to run and suggested that CH/iMBERS and his family might desire to live 
in the 28th Street residence until such time as the lease terminated, 

CHf;MBERS will testify that, at- no time during these conversations 
about the 28th Street Apartment did HISS mention the fact that CHAMBERS would 
have to pay any rent during .the two mon-lhs that the lease had to run,, CHAMBERS 
vill state that he did not execute, a sub—lease and that his moving into this 
apartment was simply a friendly gesture on ^e part of ALGER HISS, CHAMBERS- 
v/ill testify that, >as -a result of this arrangement, he moved his v/ife and 
child fyom Baltimore to the HISS residence on 28th Street, Further, that, 
since the HISS' nev/ residence on P Street v/as furnished, it v;as not necessary 
for CHAMBERS to move ai^ furniture, other than the'baby's bathinette-and 
other incidentals used by the child, to the 28th Street residence, 

CHAf.fflERS -will state that; during the period he and his family 
resided at the 28th Street apartme^, _^iSCILL.A HISS, on one occasion, took 
his ydfe and daughter, ELLEN, to a^Dr'^ICHOLSON, a Pediatrician in Y.ashing- 
ton, D, C, He will also s.tate that Dr, NICHOLSON was the pediatrician who 
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attended son, TI>aD^feBSON. CHA14BERS is uncertain as to the 

name he \ised while he >pesided'at the 28th Street apartment, but will state 
that he may have used 'the name .of GEORGE CROSIEY. 

CHAMBERS will testify that, at tiie time he moved into the 28th ^ ^ 
Street apartment, HISS ov/hed a dark Ford automobile, but that shortly after 
HISS^ moved into "the P Street residence, he purchased a nev/ gray Plymouth 
sedan. CHAMBERS will state that he did, with HISS* permission, use the 
Ford automobile probably prior to his moving to the 28th Street apartment 
and definitely subsequent thereto; He will state.that, after HISS purchased 
the new Plymouth, the latter decided to get rid of the Ford, HISS proposed 
to CHAMBERS that the Ford be turned over to the open Communist Party for 
■toe use of some poor Party organizer in the South or Vfest. 


CHAlfSiros will state that he opposed this idea, inasmuch as it 
would establish a direct link between toe open Coiranunist Party and the under¬ 
ground, HISS, however, insisted on doing this and CHAMBERS thereafter 
discussed this matter directly with J. PETERS, ivho likewise opposed this 
transaction. HISS,- howe'vqr, v/as still insistent. Thereafter, PETERS informed 
CHAMBERS that he would no longer ojjpose this action on the part of HISS, and 
related to CHAKiBERS that there was a Communist v/ho either ovmed or, •y/'orked at 
a use d. qa r lot and filling station ..in nearby IrYashingt on, and thg-t^ ■the..iAis pnsa1 
Oi -Dne autdihobiie -could' be made through this person. Cm©ERS.wiil stafe.

Sometime diolng ALGER HISS.' employment wi-fch 'toe Nye Committee, the 
latter told' CHAIffiERS toe Committee "v^as going to receive some documen'ts from 
the State Department, CliAMBERS immediately informed 'J, PETERS of this. 
However.> J. PETERS, at this time, told CHA^IBERS that he already knew that 
the Nye Committee was going to receive State Department documents. J. PETERS 
then told CHAMBERS that i^t 'would be a good idea to ob'tain photograohs of 
these documents, and at PETERS' request, CIF^ffiERS thereafter told HISS of 
J. PETERS' desires,. 


CHAMBERS will, testify that the Committee did receive such docu¬ 
ments from the State Department, that AIGER.HISS took these to the latter's 
home on P. S'treet v/here CH/iMBERS photograjhsd this material v/ith a Leica 
camera and developed the negatives which were subsequently turned over to 
J. PETERS by CHAMBERS, CH/iMBERS will testify that these documen'ts were fev/ 
in number and not more than ten, CH/'MBERS will state that, sometime shortly 
after thxs .incident, HISS informed him that the Sta'te Department had decided 
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not to release any more doduments to the Nye Conunittee, and that this 
ddciision vias based on the fhct that the State Department v;ould not have 
normally released such documents but had done so mder popular press\ire 
of the Nye Committee* ' 

CH/'lIBERS v/ill testify that he never met or contacted /JXJER HISS 
in. the Senate Office Building in ^Washington, D» C.,' and 1.7111 further state 
that ho has never been in this building in his entire life* CHAMBERS 17111 
state that he has n'o definite recollection as to hovf'long HISS was employed 
by the Nye Committee, but does recall a’ conversation he had with ALGER HISS, 
wherein the latter related that'^TANIK^SSSD, then Solicitor General of the 
United States, had. offered HISS a posi'Cion in the Department' of Justice' as 
Assis-fcant Solicitor General, 

CHApERS will state that subsequent there-to, he related this infor¬ 
mation to J. PETERS, and that J. PETERS had instr.uc'ted, that HISS should 
accept this position. He will further s'ta'te that, in a- subsequent converse— 
t'ion, he relayed J. PETERS* instructions to HISS, (HISS entered the employ 
of the 'Solicitor Generalj Department of Justice, August 15, 1935*)' CH/iMBERS 
Yc.ll ‘testify that he has no defini'te recollection as ■to how long HISS v/as 
employed by the Justice Department, but-v/ill state -bha-t sometime thereafter 
HISS" informed him that he had. been offered a position as assis'bant 'to 
PRAN03^^"mE, the then Assistant Secretary of S'tabe, (HISS .became-employed 
by the %^ate Department September 1, 193-6^) 

CHAMBERS will state that, during this period-he was ,aiso at'tempt- 
iug :c6 make .other contacts for the Apparatus. Sometime, probably late in 
19 : 15 , J. PETERS introduced CH/iMBERS to-PAVID CARPENTER, PETERS had .pre- 
•vr^icus^ told CH/iMBERS that CAWFENTER had been in an underground apparatus- 
in Wasliing'ton, and was connected "iiith some people who* might be brought into 
the nev/ Apparatus B, .CH/‘.MBERS subse^quently niet. CARPENTER .on a number .of 
occasions in- Baltimore, Iferyland and V/ashington,. D, C'«. CARPENTER 'told 
Cffi:MBERS of his connections .in Washing'ton, D. C,’^ and thereafter introduced' 
him to HENRY JULIAN V//.DL&IGH, who vfas then employed .in; the Department of 
Agriculbxire, and to Vg-RD^PIGMAN. who v/as then emplq^edi in the Bureau' of' 
S-tendards, At a la'ter date, sometime in late '1937, ’CARPENTER in'broduced 
CH/jMBERS to FRANKLIN VICTOR..RENO, a mathematician .who-was. a civilian employee 
of the Aberdeen Proving Ground at Aberdeen, Klaiyland, 

CHAKiBERS will state that sometime in early I935x^fter the departur 
■ of 4ISBICH and" EL/{INE from .the United States, Dr. PHILLIK^SENBLEITT in- 
/■troducedTiim to a So'vie't agent, whom he knew only under'tW pseudonym of 
He will -testily -that .Dr, ROSENbLBITT v;as a Nev/ York dentist, v;ho 
was associated with some of CHAMBERS* prior Soviet con-tacta in New York City, 
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CHAMBERS will state that, during the period he was operating for J. PETERS 
in Washington; Di C;; he alsd hchdied several situations for “BILL" in N ew 
York.City. He will state that, in several conversations v/ith'j. POTERS* 
at about this general time, the latter requested him to ask ‘"BILL" if he 
were interested in receiving documents from Government sources. As instructed 
CHAIffiSRS discussed this situation vdth "BILL" and the'latter indicated he 
was not interested. Sometime thereafter, however, "BILL" told CHAI3ERS ' 
that he v/as desirous of seeing some "samples" of such documents. 

CHAliBERS will testify that he obtained some material from Y/ADLEIGH . 
and some Government documents from V/ARD PIGMAN. CHAIvfBERS thereafter photo- 
^apherd this material and gave the. developed negatives to "BILL", who later 
informed CHAMBERS that he had no interest in- such material. CHAJIBERS will 
testify that, from the time^ of his first meeting with ALGER HISS in late 
early 1935, and his subsequent introduction *0 .lADLEIGH and V/ARD 
PIGMAN, ^d up until the Pall of 1936, he received only one transmission 
of matari^ from each of these persons; that, in connection with the HISS 
material, the negatives were turned over to*J. PETERS; in connection with 
WADajEIGH and PIG!{AN material, these negatives were turned over to "BILL." 

CHAIBERS will state that, in the' Fall of 1936, J. PETERS told 
him ihat he would be introduced to an individual who would be Ms boss 
from that time op, and that- he v/as to execute aiiy orders that v/ere given by 
this parson. Shortly after this’convarsatiori, CHAIBERS and'Ji. PETERS went 
to the vicinity of St, Patrick.fe Cathedral on Fifth Avenue, Now York City, 
where they met ^ individual whom J. PETERS introduced to CHAIffiERS under the 
pseudo.'jym of PETER. . CFIAlIBEi^ .v/ill testify-that he subsequently ascertained 
through a conversation with the late General WALTER KRIVITSKY ’ that this 
ind;:.viduM, PETER, was actually BORRXS BYKOV, a* Soviet agent. At the time 
of uhis introduction, BYKOV conversed in the German language, and in most 
of CHA13ERS subsequent conversations, with BYKOV the German language was used. 
He will state that shortly after the -.Introduction, J. PETERS left,'and that 
thereafter BYKOV and hxmself took several street cars and buses in a series 
of maneuvers to elude any possible surveillance. 

CHAISBRS will state that, on this .first meeting BYKOV questioned 
him a-o length, as to his background, his political beliefs, and to underground 
acbiv.itio.<5 in which he had previously been engaged. Thereafter, there 

^ pre-arranged :!ijeotings during which BYKOV interrogated 

CHA.3S.-3 at length concerning the personnel and activities of Apnaratus A 
^d Apparatus B in Washington, D, C. He will testify that PET.ERS told him 
the lautor felt ho had a vested interest in the V/ashington set-up, and was 
a^ir^ cf holding his position in spite of BYKOV'S attempt to. talce over 
the'ftHsMngcon set-up. J. P3T.EHS did not press, his attempts to maintain 
his position in the V/ashington set-up. 
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He will state that, after the various persons in the Yfeshington 
set-up were thoroughly discussed v/ith BYKOV, the latter stated that he 
wished to give certain persons in Apparatus B money or a gift :of some kind 
"to put than in a productive frame of mind." CHAMBERS vdll state .that, as 
a result of these discussions,. BYKOV decided to purchase four expensive 
fugs were to‘he presented to A. GEORGE SILVERMAN, HMRY. DEXTER V/HITE, 

HENRI. JULIAN- WADLEIGH and ALGER HISS* BYKOV instructed CHAJiBERS to contact 
the above-mentioned persons in Washington, and to inform them that they 
were to receive these rugs as gifts; that the rugs had been woven in Russia 
and were being given to them as workers' gifts from the Russian people in 
gratitude to their American comrades. He vmll state that BYKOVgave him 
approximately $1,000.00 to effect this purchase. 

CH/UaBERS ivill relate that-, since,he had no personal '.knov^lodge of 
how to arrange for the purchase of expensive rugs of this type, he communica¬ 
ted v/ith Professor MEfE^wCHAPIRO, a friend of long-standing and who>- inci¬ 
dentally, had no connection v/ith the Communist Party, nor vdth the instant 
transaction insofar as BYKOV or any other Soviet, egents wore concerned. 

CHAMBERS will testify that, at the time he gave the instructions for the 
purchase of the rugs to .SCHAPIRO, he also told the latter that the rugs 
should be delivered to A* GEORGE-SILVERMAN, at the latter's, address in lYashing— 
ton, D* 0. 

CHAMBERS will state that sometime near the Christmas holidays in 
1936, he went to Yfeshington, D. C,, spoke to A. GEORGE SILVERMAN and told 
the latter to expect.'delivery within-the very near future of four rugs. He 
told SILVERMAN, at .this time, that the latter -was to keep one of the rugs 
for himself and make, a present of one of these rugs to HARRY DEXTER VffllTE.- 
CHAMBERS will further state that sometime around the New Year's holidays 
in 1937, ho informed ALGER HISS that a gift of an expensive Oriental rug 
would be made to him. In order to effect delivery, CHAMBERS acccxnpanied 
HISS, in the la-tber's automobile, to a restaurant v/hich was located on the 
Baltimore Pike, about three or four miles northeast of College Park, Mary¬ 
land. CHAMBERS will state that he had previously informed SILVERI.IAN to 
place one of the rugs in his car and to drive to this parking lot in back 
of the restaurant on the Baltimore Pike* 

CaUBERS will testify that, as pre-arranged, both cars arrived 
at the parking lot at the appointed time, and that, thereafter^ CHAilBERS got 
out of HISS' automobile, v/alked over to SILVERMAN'S car, obtained the rug 
and returned i-t to. HISS' automobile. CHAMBERS v/i 11 state that he has no 
^r.esent recollection as to the manner in i-vhich the rug purchased for WATLEIGH 
vras delivered,. CHAliBERS will further state -that> on one of his visits to 
the HISS residence, the latter took the rug out of some storage space and 
exhibited it.* CHAMBERS recalls that the colors were quite -vivid. CHA2.ffiERS 
T/ill state a short time after the delivery of the aforementioned rugs, BYKOV 
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in a conversation, informed CHAI.IBERS that he wanted to he introduced to 
some of the personnel in the V/ashington, D. C, Apparatus B. Ho will state 
that the first person he introduced to BYKOV v>as ALGER HISS, and that the 
circumstances surrounding this introduction vras as follows; 

HISS traveled from Washington, D« C, to Nct;- York City where 
CHAilBERS met him on Chcanbers Street in the vicinity of Now, York City Hqll, 
and that this happened in the Spring of 1937. ' HISS and CHAMBERS then pro¬ 
ceeded via elevated lines from the Brooklyn Bridge Station in Manhattan to 
9th Street and 5th Avenue, Brooklyn, New York, They then entered the RKO 
Prospect Theater and sat in the mezzanine. After sitting there for a short 
time, BYKOV emerged from the audience, joined HISS and CHAliBERS and the .in¬ 
troduction was effected," BYKOV being referred to as "Peter." After the-in¬ 
troduction, the three men left the theater and vralked to Prospect Park 
located nearby whore they talked. CHi^lBERS v/ill'state that,', at this time, 
BYKOV could speak practically ho English, and that CHAMBERS acted as an in¬ 
terpreter, BYKOV conversing in German. Thereafter, the three men traveled 
by .public conveyance or taxi cab to Chinatown, in lower Manhattan, and all 
three had supper at the Port Artiiiur Restaurant. 

During this meeting, BYKOV discussed with HISS the possibility of 
the latter's bringing out documents from the State-Departmenti which might 
be copied and the originals returned. B''KOV-also inquired of HISS whether 
the latter’s brotherDONALD, could procure documents. ALGER HISS informed 
BYKOV, through CHAI.BERS, that he was not sure v/hether his brother was ready 
to do this. BYKOV then told CHiiHBERS, "Toll him perhaps he could persuade- 
him." CEi'U/IBERS specifically recalled the word -"persuade,'' inasmuch as he 
had difficulty in translating the word, because of BYKOV’S Russian accentua¬ 
tion of particular German words. During this conversation, BYKOV indicated 
he was interested in anything that concerned Germany and'-the Far East, and 
material concerning the Anti-Comintern Pact. BYKOV did not mention any 
specific documents that he desired to obtain but merely any documehts. that 
might deal v/-i-fch the German and- Par Eastern situation; 

During this conversation, ALGER HISS agreed to bring documents out 
of the Sta-be Departmen-b. After supper, pSS loft and KKOV and CaUIBERS 
talked for a short time and -later parted company. On subsequent occasions 
shortly after the meeting betv/e.eh. BYKOV and HISS, CHAI/bERS in-broduced HENRY 
HILL COLLINS, JR. to BYKOV in a restavurant in Brooklyn, Now York, and some¬ 
time thereafter introduced BYI^OV to A. GEORGE SILVERMAN and HARRY DEyr.TO 
JSIJIEHin Vfashington, D, C. Shortly after B"IKOV«S meeting with HISSTSch 
took place probably in the Win-ber or Spring of 1937, ALGER HISS began to 
-take documents ,out of the State Department and make .-bhem available to 
CHAMBERS. 
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CH/iHBERS 4estii^y tha-fc the method which HISS used in extract¬ 

ing those documents and'turning them over to CHiUIBERS v;as as* follows’: 

ALGER HISS would bring home -original documents from the. State. 
Department every night "as a matter of custom"* On ah agreed night CHAMBERS 
vrould go to the 30th Street home of ALGER HISS and the flatter v/ould turn 
these documents over to CHAMBERS. CHAMBERS will state', however> that he 
did not obtain on these visits an accumulation of docxmients that HISS had 
been taking home night after, night, but only those doevanents which .were in 
HISS* possession on the night ho made the contact. CHAMBERS will relate 
that he used a zipper brief case for transporting these dociments. He v;ould 
bring on onpty brief case to the HISS residence, place the State Doparfenent 
documents therein and v/ould then take them to an apartment located on the 
corner of Calvert and ^adison Streets in Baltimore, Maryland, where CHAMBERS 
V/OULD PHOIOGRjVPH THEM. He would then develop the film and leave them in 
this .apartment for a matter of one to three days. CHAMBERS, hev/ever',''would> 
after the completion of the photographic work, place those documents in^the 
zipper brief case’, travel to vfoshington, D. C., and turn them over to HISS 
at the latter* s 30th Street residence. 

CHiUIBERS v/ill testify that this method of obtaining and photograph¬ 
ing the documents extended for a* period of about 1^'/o or three months and 
ending probably in the early simmer of 1937. CHAJ-iBlRS will testify that tho 
apartment ivhore he would do the photographing v/as occupied by Y/ILLTAl4i^I EGEL 
and his vrife,_^AlBIA| that this apartment was made available to iiim bp^]viD' 
CARPENTER'. He will further testify that, ^hst prior to and during the, time 
he photographed documents in this apartment, he procured .a Loioa camera and 
other necessary material for photographing .and developing documents from BYKOV 
and that this*material- remained in the SPIEGEL apartment during tho time he 
was using it as a photographic work, shop. Ho vdlll also testify that, ho 
photographed this material on a date v/hidh closely coincided v/ith a pro- . 
arranged meeting with BYKOV, and that, on the day of these meetings with BYKOV 
he would'Obtain the developed film from the SPIEGEL residence and turn the 
same over to BYKOV. 

■ CHi'iltiBERS v/ill state that, in the beginning the documents obtained 

from HISS vV/ere, fw. in number, but after a period of two or three months they 
reached the point where there were abo.ut twenty documents in each transaction. 
7/hen the volume of this work increased,* CHAMBERS brought this to the attention 
of BYKOV, v;ho stated that it vms not a desirable underground practice for 
tho contact man to be doing the technical vfork .(photographing)'. A short time 
after CHAMBERS had this conversation vm.th BYKOV, the latter introduced himj 
in New York City, to an dndtyidual v/ho used the pseudonym FELIX. 
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CHAIIBERS 'Will •testily that Ke has subsequently observed this indi¬ 
vidual and knovjs him to be identical with FELIX AUGUST INSLERMAN, On the, 
occasiw of this -introduction, BYKOV informed'FELIX 'that the latter would 
have to set-up a a photographic arrangement in the City of Baltimore, and 
that he should photograph all ma'berial furnished to him by CHAMBERS, 

CHAMBERS will state that subsequently FELIX rented an apartment on Callov; , 
Avenue, Baltimore, Jdaryland, and from that time on EELIX photographed docu¬ 
ments. He will also rela'fce that, at •the time FELIX began his operations 
as the appai^atus photographer., he t'iirned over the Leica camera and other 
equipment he had been using in the SPIEGEL apartment to DAVID CARPENTER, 
CHAIIBERS will further 'testify that, at the time FELIX en'tered the apparatus 
as the pho'tpgrapher, the method, of ob'taining and processing documeh'ts 'vyas 
as follows: 

CHAMBERS used the same procedure in ob'taining original Sta'te 
Department documen'ts from HISS, However, on "the day that CHAMBERS v/as .going 
to procure documen'ts from AI/GER HISS, he would communicate with FELIX in 
Baltimore and at a pre-arranged time FELIX would drive in the latter's car- 
from Baltimore -to Washing'ton where he v/ould meet CHAMBERS at a pre,-arranged 
location in Washington, D, C, FELIX v/ould then return "to Bal'fcimore in his 
car and process the documen'ts. CHAJfIBERS, hov.'e'v:er, v/ould ’tra'vel by train 
from Washington to Baltimore and at a pre-arranged, time and place would 
.meet FELIX in Baltimore and ob'tain the original S-tate Departmen'b documents 
af'ter v/hioh CHAMBERS v/ould 'then travel by train 'to Washington and return 
the documents to ALGER HISS. . ' 

On..some occasions, hov/ever, CHAMBERS would remain .in Yfeshington- 
and FELIX v/ould 'toavel to Baltimore, process the documeh'ts, travel back to 
Yfeshington .and -turn the original documents-.over to CHAIffiERS at-some pre,- 
arranged meeting place. CHAMBERS v/ill -testily that, these -transmissions 
from HISS occurred generally once a week or every ten days.. However, there 
were -times when several weeks would go by and CHAMBERS'would receive no ' 
documen'ts .. This -v/as occasioned by vacations tha-t HISS .might have taken during 
this period,, or for some other reason v/ould not be in a position -to deliver 
documen'ts.- - ’' 

CHAlffiERS will testify that sometime in -the .Summer of 1937, in a 
conversation with BYKOV, the latter related'that, although HISS, was taking 
.original documents from the State Department to his.home-each night,- the"' 
apparatus ivas only getting one nigh-b's collection every week or ten days; 

BYKOV "then requested CHAI.1BERS to see if some arrangement could be effected 
whereby the pertinent excerpts or copies from the documen'ts tha-b HISS was 
-feking home each night could be obtsine'd, -therety increasing -the- production 
of ALGER HISS, CHAFERS -will'-testify, as. a result of this conversation with 
BYKOV, .he had a subsequent talk with ALGER HISS, HISS informed CHAMBERS 
that his v/ife, FRIXCILLA, had .been looking for something -to do, and -that he 
v/ould have PRI^ILLA- make copies of, or excerp-ts from’ the documen'ts -that he 
v/as bringing home each evening^ 
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CHAMBERS v;ill testify that, as a result of this arrangement,he 
v/ould obtein on the nights he, contacted HISS, not only the original doctiments 
which had taken from the State Department that day, but also a nvuiiber 
of typed pages consisting of material that v/as copied from original State 
Department documents,, together with a fev/ hand v/ritten notes made by HISS, 
of documents he could not take out of the State Department, CKfMffiERS v/ould 
have the original as well as the typed excerpts and copies and handwritten 
notes photographed in the usual way by FELIX, and that same evening he would 
return the original documents to HISS at the latter’s home, but that prior 
to going there he would bvirn the typed material and handwritten notes he 
had received from HISS earlier in the evening. 

CHAMBERS will testify that scmietime in the Summer of 1937, he had 
received some informtion from. HARRY DEXTER YiHIlE. which concerned a monetary 
plan' for the Soviet Unions that he had relayed liiis inforiiation to BYKOV, who 
did not attach any importance to it at that tim. . However, a month or so 
later, probably in the late Summer of 1937, BYKOV contacted CHAMBERS and 
requested that he immediately-see HARRY DEXI^ IHITE and attempt to have him 
expedite the final draft of the-above'mentioned monetary plan, CHAMBERS then 
attempted -to locate TfSIITE' through A. GEORGE SILVERMAN, but ascertained 
from the la tter -that ’.^HITE v/as on his vacation and was, at that time, at his, 
VfdITE’S) summer home in New Hampshire. Thereafter, CHAMBERS %old BYKOV of 
this and BIKOV requested him to -travel to New Hampshire and to impress on 
T/HIIE the urgency for completing this project. 

CHAMBERS v/ill testify that he informed ALGER HISS of this trip 
which he was going to make to Nev; Hampshire and it v/as more or less mutually 
agreed that this could be accomplished driving to New Hampshire in HISS' 
Plymouth., Thereafter, they decided to make .it a combination business and 
pleasure trip and ALGER, PRISCILLA and CHAJBERS travelled from Washington to 
New. Hampshire and return. CHAI«^RS v/ill state that they left Vfeshington 
sometime, early in: the morning, following-Route U. _S, #202 and arrived in 
Thomas ton, Connecticut in early e-vening of the first day and decided to stay 
in that tov/n overnight, CHAMBERS v/ill relate that they stopped in a tourist 
home in Thomas ton and has some recollection that,;ALGER'H3BS signed the gues t 
register for all three * The next morning they c^tinued their trip, again 
follov/ing Route #202 to the summer residence of' HARRY DEXTER VjHITE ,• 
CHAMBERS v/ill also state that ALGER and PRISCILLA, parked their automobile 
on a secondary road near a private road leading'into the YTHITE residence^ 
that, thereafter, CHAlfBERS conversed with WHITE about the monetaiy plan 
and left WHITE and joined ALGER and PRISCILLAj tlmt,. thereafter, they drove 
to Peterborough, New Hampshire, where they had supper and arranged to stay 
in a tourist home overnight,. 
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CHALCBEJS Ydll .testify that \ 7 hen they approached Peterborovigh 
they observed an advertisement that a sunmer stock company was staging 
the play entitled, “She Stoops To Conquer.” CHAMBERS recalls seeing this 
play that evening. The next morning the three individuals left Peterborough 
and proceeded directly to Washington, D. C. 

CHAMBERS vdU relate that he continued to- receive original State 
Department documents, as v/ell as tj^ed copies, excerpts and handv/ritten notes 
of other State Department documents from ALGER HISS upon his periodic visits 
to the HISS residence at 1245 30th Street, N.W,, V/ashington, D. C., and later 
at the HISS residence at 3415 Volta Place, N.W., Viashington, D. C., until 
about April, 1938, v/hen he broke with the Communist Party. He will be 
expected to identify photographs of the HISS residences at 1245 30th Street 
and 3415 Volta Place. CHAMBEIS will further testify that during this general 
period from early 1937 until April, 1938, he received U. S. Government docu¬ 
ments from Y/ARD PIGMAN, more or less regularly, while the latter was an 
enployee of the U. S. Bureau of Standards. CHAMBERS will likewise testify 
that HENRI JULIAN VfADLEIGH produced U. S. Government documents fairly regular¬ 
ly from early 1937 until WADLIEGH went to Turkey on a mission for the State 
Department in about March, 1938. 

CHAJiBERS will testify that HARR! DEXTER WHITE produced docunents 
rather intermittently frcaa early 1937> until April, 1938, during which time 
WHITE vras a monetary expert employed by the U. S. Treasury Department. 

CHAMBERS will state that he received U. S. Government documents on 
approximately four or five occasions, from late 1937 xmtil 1938, from FRANKLIN 
VICTOR RENO, when the latter was a civilian employee of the Aberdeen Proving 
Ground, an installation maintained ly the United States Amy Engineers, at 
Aberdeen, Maryland. 

CHAMBERS will relate that, probably with one exception, FELIX AUGUST 
INSLERMAN photographed the documents ttimed over to CHAMBERS by ALGER HISS 
and FRANKLIN VICTOR RENO, and that the material obtained from WARD PIGMAN 
and HENRY JULIAN WADLEIGH was photographed by DAVID CARPENTER in an apartment 
in Washington, D. C., and that the developed negatives were turned over by 
these two individuals to CHAMBERS, who, in turn, delivered them to BORIS BYKOV 
in New York City. 

CHAMBERS will testify that sometime in 1937> he entered upon a 
period of questioning and stress, culminating in a decision that the Communist 
Party was a false and evil doctrine and decided to make a clean break with 
the Communists. CHAMBERS will state that he planned his break with the Party 
cautiously and gradually, as he felt that an effort would be made to kill him 
and probably his familyj that one of the first things he did after arriving 
at this decision was to have the Communist Party obtain a job for him in the 
United States Government. He got this job by going to J. PETERS and by 
telling PETERS he could no longer knock around Washington, D. C», without 
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soine apparent occupation and proposed that the Party get a job for him in 
the Government, PETERS agreed. Thereafter, CHAMBERS approached GEORGE 
SILVER?iAN and indicated that he v/antod a Government job as a cover. 

SILVERMAN sent CHAMBERS to JE30ll^SmN, who was then head of the 
National Resea*ch Project. CHAMBERS met KAPLAN in the latter’s apartment 
near Rittenhouse Square in the City of Philadelphia., KAPIAN then requested 
CHAi.{3ERS to v;ork out-a list of his previous employments, which he did, and 
turned it over to GEORGE SILVER}.{AN at the request of KAPLAN. Vfithin one 
v/eek, CHAMBERS v/ent to work for the National Research Project. His work 
consisted in making an index for reports on the nation’s railroads, particular 
]y the Baltimore and Ohio, which the A’ational Research Project was making 
for, or in cooperation v/ith, the Railroad Retirement Board, CHAMBERS vdll 


state that he held this job for a month or tv/o, established the record he 
desired, and then quit. 

Beginning probably in early 1938, CHAMBERS began to save the typed 
4Vcopies and summaries of original State Departnent documents which ALGER HISS 
gave to him from week to week, CHAMBERS also.kept, at this time, handwritten 
. notes which AIGER HISS occasionally made in connection vdth information appear 
\ing on documents which HISS was unable to bring out of the State Department. 
,i\^^the T/eek before he broke, he also saved a handwritten memo consisting of 
I follSE^^andvritten sheets of paper, which he had received from HAPRY DEXTER 
I \ilHIIEV\ bWQ_ short s trins of developed film on which v/ere reproduced documents 
'i that may h^e been given to nim bv faree cylinders of undeveloped film 

VI containing information supplied by ’ffiiRD^ PIGlJiANand_.HE3ffiY.«Ji5rIAN^^ 


CHAMBERS ^vill testify that it se^ed to him that this documentary evidence 
might prove usefxfL in the future. 


CHAMBERS will testify that, probably in the second week of April, 
1938 , he had a pre-arranged meeting with BORIS BYKOV in New York City, which 
he Xa-Hed to keep, and that this incident completed his break with the 
Communist Party, as 7?ell as with BORIS BYKOV and the underground espionage 
apparatus,. Immediately after his break, CHAMBERS took his famLl^'' to a house 
owned by a Mr,' BUCK that was located on the Old Court Road near Pikesville, 
iferyland, v/here they stayed for about one month after v;hich CHAi\©ERS drove 
his family to I)aytona Beach, Florida, At Daytona Beach, they rented a 
cottage on the outskirts of the city and remained there for approximately 
one month after v/hich they rettjrned to their residence on the Old Court 
Road in Pikesville, Maryland, 


CHAKIBERS-v;ill testify that, on his arrival in Baltimore he made 
up his mind to»re-establish himself in civilian life and purchased a small 
home- on St. Paul Street, Baltimore, liaryland. He .entered his daughter at 
the Park School on Liberty Heights Street in that city. He v/ill testify 
that sometime during this period,, .probably in May, 1938,- he took the typed 
and handv/ritten documents that he had received from ALGER HISS, the hahd- 
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vnritten memo from HftRRY YKITE, the three cans .of film, as vfell as the tv/o 
strips of film, put them in a l arge msnila envelope and turned them over to 
his "Wife's nephew, .NATHiC!)!j^vlNE.^ ,in New York Cityj requesting the latter 
to put them away in a go(^o[nddtog place. He instructed lEVINE that, if 
anything should happen to him, if he were killed or kidnapped, to make 
the contents of this envelope public in some way, 

CHAMBERS will testify .that, in the Fall of 1938, he went to Vfeshing- 
ton, D. C, and had a conversation v;ith HfeHlY DEXTER YHITB , at which time 
he informed TC-illS of his break with the'Communist Rar^ and atf^mpted to 
encourage V/HITE to break v/ith the Communists, At'about this same time, he 
had a conversation v/ith A. GEORGE SILVBEd'.iAN in Yfeshington, D, C,, and he 
related to the latter his break with the Party and suggested that SILVERI-SAN 
should break with the Communists, CHAMBERS vdll further testify that 
shortly before Christmas, 1938, he paid a visit to "the residence of AIGER 
KISS, who Y/as then living on Volta Place, V/ashington, D. C., and pleaded 
with him to break with the Party, 

CHAMBERS recalled that ERISCILIA HISS was in the ho\ise at the time 
he entered, and that subsequent thereto, ALGER HISS arrived, and that there¬ 
after HISS and CHAISERS had a long conversation lasting until early hours 
of the morning j that CHAtBERS pleaded v/ith ALGER to break v/ith the Party and, 
although the latter became emotionally upset and cried, he refused to comply 
v/ith CHAMBERS' wishes, CHP.?.iBERS v/ill testify tl^t he, remembers this da.te 
particularly, because ALGER HISS asked him v/hat kind of a Christmas his 
family v/as going to have and HISS gave him a small wooden rolling pin as a 
Christmas gift for CHAMBERS' dau^ter, 

CKAliBERS v/ill testify that this v/as the last time he saw AIGER 
HISS up until August, 1948, v/hen both he and HISS v/ere witnesses before 
the House Committee on Un-American Activities, and at a later date v/hen 
there was a confrontation of HISS and CHAMBERS at the Hotel Commodore in 
Nev/ York City, 

^rther, as to documents and films preserved, CHAMBERS v/ill testify 
that he did not again refer to these documents until the Fall of 1948, when 
he was named as a defendant in a libel and slander action brought by AIGER 
HISS in the United States District Court, District of Maryland, He will 
state that, on November 14, 1948, he came to Nev/ York City, talked to NAIRAN 
lEVINE, and- requested that lEVINE obtain for him tiie* envelope v/hich he had 
turned' over to lEVINE in 1938, LEVINE and CHAMBERS then to 260 Rochester 
Avenue, Brooklyn, New York, the home o f_Mr, and Mrs, BARNE^ ySy.INE,.,,and 
proceeded to the bathroom in this house, LEVINE then redctfed into the dumb- 
v/aiter shaft in the bathroom, and pulled out a large envelope that v/as cover¬ 
ed with dirt and dust, and handed it to CHAMBERS. CHAMBERS then went to the 
kitchen in this home, opened the envelope, and made a cursory examination of 
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the material. He Y/ill state that most of the time LEVINE v;as in the bath¬ 
room cleaning up the mess that was made as a rsult of pulling this envelope 
out of its hiding place, but that for a short period of time, LEVEIE had an 
opportunity to see the material v/hich v/as spread out on the kitchen table, 
CHAl^ERS will testify that shortly thereaf^r, he put the material back in 
the envelope and thereafter, I£VINE drove him to the Pennsylvania Station.' 

CHAltBSRS v/ill testify that he observed the following material in 
this envelope when ho opened it in the kitchen: 

4 small sheets of paper on vjhich apj^ared handviriting of AKJER HISS; 

65 typewitten documents received by him from ALGER HISS, and, 

according to the latter's statements to CHAMBERS, typevaritten by 

FRISCILIA HISS in the HISS residence; 

4 sheets of yellov/ paper bearing handwiting of HARRY DEXTER TSilTE 

and given to CHAIffiERS by YfflllE; 

2 short strips of developed film; 

3 cans con.taihing rolls of vindeveloped film, 

_ * 

CHAMBERS travelled directly to his farm in Westminster, Maryland, 

He v/ill testify that'he kept -this envelope in his home on his farm, and that 
he did not tell apy of the members of his family of its presence there; 
insofar as he knows, they did not see this envelope. He v/ill state that, on 
November I 5 , 1948, he had a conference with his attorneys in Baltimore, 

RICHARD CLEVELAND and WILLIAM D. McMILLAN, during which- time he informed them 
of the existence of the sixty—five typed documents arid the four handwritten 
memoranda v/hicH he had received from AIG^ HISS in early 1938, He will state 
that, at this time, he v/as scheduled to testify at the pre-trial examination 
in Baltimore on November 16 , 1948 , but requested his attorneys to cancel his 
appearance in order that' he could give sufficient thought as to whether he 
v/ould introduce these documents, 

He v/ill state that, on that evening, November I 5 , 1948, Mr, CLETO- 
LfiND and Mr,-McMILLAN accompanied CHAFERS to the latter's home v/here he 
epchibited the sixty-five typev/ritten documents, the four handv/ritten memoranda 
v/hich he had received from AIGER HISS, ^nd the handwritten material received, 
from HARRY-DSXTER..yarTS. in 1938, He will testily that Mr, CLEVELAND and Mr, 
McMILLAN took possession of the above noted j>a,terial at the time when they 
• left the CHAMBER'S residence on the night of November I 5 , 1948., 

He v/ill further stete that on the morning of'Novenher 17, 1948, he 
had another conference v/ith his attorneys at which time he decided it v/ould 
be to his advantage to introduce these documents in the pre-trial examination. 
He v/ill state further that, on this date,- November 17, 1948, he did produce 
at the pre-trial examimtion, the sixty-five typewritten documents and the 
four hand’.vritten memoranda that he had received previously from ALGER HISS, 
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nth respect to the handwritten memoranda CHAMBERS obtained from 
HARRY DEXTER TiHITE, in 1938, he has not seen this material since he tunied 
it over to .Ifr. CIEVEIAND and Mr, McMILIAN on the night of November 15, 1948. 

CHAMBERS will tes tify that, with respect to the two s trips of 
developed film and three cans of undeveloped film, he kept this material at 
his farm from early morning of November I 5 , 1948, until December 2, 1948, at 
which time they, were turned over to DONALD APPELL and VffLLIAM VrriEELER, two 
investigators for the House Un-American Activities Coiranittee in response to 
a subpoena duces tecum. 

V/ith further reference to the strips of developed -film and the three 
cans of undeveloped film, CHAMBERS stated that he kept this material in his 
home on the farm until about two days before this material was subpoenaed, at 
which time‘he secreted them in a pumpkin outisde of his farmhoiise, » 

He will further state that sometime around the end of November, 

1948, ROBERT L. STRIPLING and Congressman RICHARD NIXON visited CHAMBERS 
at his farm and questioned-him concerning the story that had.been related 
by a JEPJIY KLUTZ, a Washington Post newspaper- reporter, as to the fact 
that sensational developments had taken place in the HISS-CHAMBERS case in 
Baltimore. CHAMBE)RS, at first} refused to cominent on the nature of these 
sensational developments, but subsequently did admit i^at there had been- 
some developments, but did not comment beyond that, 

CHAMBERS will testify Jthat, on the morning of December 2 , 1948, 

•ho was scheduled' to appear before a ?.oyalty hearing board in Washington, 
relative to a hearing being afforded RICHARD POST, and .just prior to his- 
departure from his home, he received a telephone call from Mr. SIRIPLING, 
requesting that the next time CHAIvIBEHS was in Yfeshing-fcon, he should drop 
by the House Office Building. CHAMB^S then informed’ STRIPLING that he' 
in-bended to be in Washington that day and v;ould see STRIPLING at that time.. 

He will fur'tber relate that he arrived .in Washington too early to appear 
before the Loyalty Hearing Bo^d and dropped into the House Office Building, 
at which time STRIPLING served him with a subpoena duces tecum. After this 
service, STRIPLING' inquired of CHAMBEEiS if he had any further documentary 
evidence in connection with this mat-ber, and CHAMBERS replied that he -had, 
and that this was located at his farm. Arrangements were made for CHAMBERS 
to return to the House Office Building af-ber his testimony before the Loyalty 
Hearing Board, at which time STRIPLING had indicated a desire to accompany 
CHAISERS to thb lat'ber's farm in order'to obtain additional evidence. 

V CHANGERS will state that at about 50 ‘clock on Decenber 2, 1948, 

^e returned to the House Office Building, but, at this, time, STRIPLING 
informed him that he would be unable -bo go to the CHAMBEEIS farm, but was 
requesting .that DONALD APPELL and WILLIAM V/HEEIER, investigators for the 
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House TJn-Atnerican Activities Conurdttee accompany CHAIBERS to his farm* Upon, 
arrival at the farm, APPELL and IVHEEEER were taken into the kitchen by 
CHAMB]KtS and thereafter, CHAMBERS proceeded to the pumpkin patch and intended 
.to bring the film back to these two investigators. He v/ill state, however, 
that APPELL and V7HEEISR follov/ed him,_ and that, when they arrived at the 
pumpkin patch, CHAJIBERS took the top off one of the pumpkins, reached in 
and ,obtained the three rolls of film and the tv;o strios, giving them to 
APPELL in 1ISHEELER«S presence, Mr. CHAIBERS vdll state that, since this time, 
he has not had occasion to examine this material., 3hsofar as CHAJfBERS* 
description of and ability to identify the above n«ntioned film, he will 
testify that on one occasion while the film was in the CHAMBERS house on 
the latter's farm, he examined the two stripe of developed film, with a 
^.reading glass, and observed that the name of IRANCIS SAYRE and WILLIAM 
^ULLIT appeared on one or more of these docufflien^sT 

He can testify that this film contains several frames of an "aide 
memoire", and that part of this memoire is in the German, language, Insofar 
as the three cans of undeveloped film, }&c, CHAIiBERS can only recall that 
the the lids on two of these cans were secured- v/ith what he calls bicycle 
tapej that the lid on the third can was partially ajarj and that he could 
observe a wad of paper covering the conten.ts of this can. 
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He will state that, in he purchased a used Ford automobile \ 

in New York City with fvinds supplied by J. PETERS, and had this car registered. [ 
in New York in the name- of DAVID BREEI^ that this autemobile yias used in his 
work with the Communist Party undergrounds 

to the latter part of 1937, CMMBERS was using this car without 
the knowings of‘ BORRIS BYKOV, his Soviet superior. He will state that he 
approached BYKOV and advised the latter it ivould be necessary to pTjrchase 
an automobile in connection'with his, espionage activites, and that he needed 
five hxindred dollars for this purchase, BYKOV then informed him he did not 
have the money at the moment. CHAMBERS will state, he told BYKOV this amount 
could be borrowed from ALGER HISS, and- that BYKOV told'him to get the money 
from HISS, and that the latter would be paid at a later date. 

He vfill state thdt he did make this loan from ALGER HISS and was 
told that this money was taken out of the- HISS account, at the Riggs National 
Bank in V/ashington, D. C., and, that this 'withdrawal had just about depleted 
the HISS account^ 

Sometime in the Summer of 1937, in Baltimore, CHAMBERS had the 
title of the old Ford automobile, purchased in 1935 3 it New York, transferred 
from the. name of DAVID BREEN to his wife's name. 

After obtaining, this loan ftom HISS/he gave the money to his wife, 
who took the old Ford to the Schmidt Motor Cpmpar^- at'Randalls town, ilaryland, 
and traded' it in on a new I 937 Ford, paying the balance due in cash, 

CHAMBERS, will state that> ftbm the end .of 1937 until, April, 1938, 
when he broke with the Party, HISS did' hot -make any demands on him for repay¬ 
ment of this loan. He will state that shortly before he broke with the appara¬ 
tus, in April, 1938, BYKOV gave him approximately tv/o thousand dollars vhich 
represented, salary and expenses due, a reserve fund, and .repayment of the loan 
to ALGER HISS. ' - ’ ' 

CHAliBERS Y/ill state that neither at this time nor any time thereafter 
did he pay or offer to pay this loan or .any parthereof to ALGER HISS, 
(According to bank records, a withdra'wal of $ 400.00 was made, from the savings , 
account of AIXIER and PRISCILLA KISS at the Riggs, National Bank, Washington, 

D. C., on November I 9 , 1937^ leaving a balance-pf $40.46-.- On November 23, 1937. 
a 1937 .Ford automobile was purchased by ESTHER^^MBERS at the Schmidt Motor 
Company, Randalls.town,, Maryland. A 1934 Ford was traded in-and four hundred 
eighty six dollars and seventy- five cents was paid in- cash for’the purchase)'. /

The none of this vritness will be furnished in stifficient tine 
prior to trial. This v/itness v/ill be expected to testify that he is a 
qualified document examiner, that he has examined documents 1 through 
69, and that he has concluded that it was not possible to determine the 
age of the documents from the s^jandpoint of the paper or the handwriting 
or iyping appearing thereon. It was noted by him that some of the sheets 
of paper \vere discolored, possibly by age or exposure or both. Documents 
*3 and 5 contained portions of government watermark. The vmtermark on 
Docment 3 v/as found to be too fragjiicntary for specific classification, 
but ’a -considerable portion of the v/atermark appears on Document 5. Infor¬ 
mation developed, concerning this watermark indicates that it has been used 
on government bond paper at least since Karch 1, 1929. 

He v/il-1 be expected to testify that the typevTriting on doevnents 
6 throxigh 69 compares most closely to standards for Woodstock pica type 
spaced ten letters to the inch. The FBI Laboratory files reflect that 
this style of type was made by Woodstock in 1929* 

He will be expected to testify that the typev«’iting on doevenent 
5 conforms more closely to the Royal enlarged elite standards than to any 
other on file. It will be noted that this examiner has stated, after 
making a careful examination of document 5, that a detailed comparison v;as 
made between 5 and the Laboratory standards for Royal enlarged elite and 
Underwood distinctive elite. As a result pf this comparison no signifi¬ 
cant differences were observed between the typo impressions on 5 and the 
standards for Royal enlcarged elite. According to this examiner, the- * 
typing on 5 differs in certain minute respects from the Bureau’s standards 
for the Undenrood distinctive elite. For example, there is a slight. 
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difference in the numeral ^‘7”. The small letter ”t'‘ on 5 differs slightly 
from the "t'l for the Underwood standcr'd. There are also microscopic 
differences in one or tv/o other specific letters. This examiner has also 
stated that the differences between 5 and the Underwood standards are 
microscopic and that it is conceivable that these differences mi^t be 
caused by the condition of the ribbon, paper, or wear of the typev/riter, 
and that, therefore, the possibility of an Underwood having been used 
cannot be absolutely eliminated* According to the examiner, the machine 
may have undergone repairs at some time which may have involved the in¬ 
stallation of the Royal numeral ”7"* 

Ke vdll also be expected to testifj' that document ^70 was 
examined; that certain light spots v.'cre apparent on the outside of the 
envelope; that an appropriate examination disclosed that they v/ere de¬ 
posits of vMte paint* The Virhite paint on the outside of -^70 became 
attached to the envelope before its present soiled condition as is shown, 
by the light paper beneath each deposit of paint* , The determination of 
the age ,of the v^hite paint spots bn Document ^70 \vould depend upon many 
imknovm rfacts such as temperature, humidity, and surroundings of the 
envelope and at present cannot be determined. Sufficient white paint is 
available on v’i^70 for comparison purposes on any paint which was used in 
the vicinity of the envelope during the period it was stored. There was 
also a dark smear on the inside of this envelope. This smear on exami¬ 
nation v.'as determined to bo a soft, pliable black enamel. This paint is 
of the type known as synthetic enamel* ,A sufficient amount is present 
for comparison with known specimens should any be located* (Above con¬ 
clusions are contained in memorandum from the Bureau to the Attorney 
General dated December 13> 1948.)

0RDT?AYJ^ILT0N, 245 Avenue C, New York City, a document expert vdth 
offices at l^/^ark Row, New York Oity, was interviewed relative to the 
chronoloQT of ^he handling of the original documents, and he volunteered the 
information that he examined Document #10, vihich was the classification 
originally used on these documents, at the time the document was introduced 
into-evidence at the libel action in Baltimore, Maryland, This is the docu¬ 
ment that is nov/ referred to as Document #5 (Q5). He stated that this particu¬ 
lar document had been typed on an Uhderv;6od office machine; He stated that- 
the Underwood typewriter, during the years-1937 to 1939, had tvra styles of 
elite type, and that one- of these wa^ an optional type that- had been used 
occasionally by the Underwood Company> but. which had been discontinued in 1939• 
He stated this style of type was distinctive to the Underwood, and he readily 
identified the typir^on this document as being from an Underv.'ood typewriter. 
ORDWAY HILTON con^«Sted an examination of this document- at the express direp- 
tion of H‘'ROLj^j^^i\*EDINA', JR., who v/as representing "Time Magazine" at the 
civil action.^ Baltimore, Maryland, br.ough^t by AIjGHI HISS against CHAIfflERS 
for libel. It will be' recalled •'that until-his resignation on December 10, 

1948, CHAMBERS ‘was a Senior Editor of "Time. Magazine." 

By report of February 5, 1949^ the FBI, Laboratory advised that . 
a detailed comparison v;as made between Document #5 (Q5) and the, Laborabory/s 
standards for Royal. Enlarged Elite ajid the Underwood Distinctive; Elite,.^ /s a 
result of this comp.arison, no significant differences were observed .between 
the type impressions on Document #5 (Q5) end standards for Royal Enlarged 
Elite: Typing on Document Q5 differs in certain minute respects from the 
Bureau's standard for -the Undervrobd Distinctive Elite. The standard for the 
Underwood Distinctive Elite calls for a numeral seven made 7 (typed with an 
Underwood machine), whereas the nvimeral 7 appearing on the- questioned document, 
and on the Royal Enlarged Elite is as follows: 7 (typed with a Royal machine). 
The small "t" on Document #5 (Q5) differs slightly from -the "t" for the Under¬ 
wood Standard, There are also microscopic differences in one or two other 
specific letters,. From this information, the "roi Laboratory advised that they 
had concluded th=»t the typing on Document #5 (Q5) compares more closely to the 
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Roy el, eithough, es expleihed,, the differences between the Roy el end the 
Underv/ood ere very minvite. They'further edvised thet since the differences 
beljween Docxment #5 (Q5) end the Underwood standards ere microscopic, it is 
conceivable thet these differences could be caused by the condition of the 
ribbon, paper, or the v/ear of the typev/riter, and, therefore, the possibility r 
of en Underwood having been used could not be absolutely eliminated. They 
stated that the machine may have undergone repairs at sqtoetime which may have 
Involved the installation of the Royal numeral 7. They did conclude that the 
typewriting on Document ,#5 (Q5) conformed more closely to the Royal Enla-rged 
Elite Standards than any other .on file. 

In efforts to obtain typev/ritten specimens tha.t v^re typed on the 
same typeva*iter on which Document #5 (Q5) was typed, many typev/ritten speci¬ 
mens. were forwarded to the PBI Laboratory for comparison with Document #5* 

None of these specimens 'v/as ascertained to have been typed oh the same type— 
vjriter as Document #5* Also, in efforts to obtain typewritten, specimens 
identical with Document #5, as -well as in efforts to locate the typewriter on 
which Document ritS v;rs typed, investigation v/a.s conducted at the State Depart¬ 
ment in'VYashington, D, C, In this regard, Miss EUNICE A. LDfCOIN and-Miss ANNA 
BEIIE’NEYCOMB. were interviewed. JBoth of these individuals had been employed 
as secretaries in the section of-the State Department in v/hich AI/3ER HISS, was 
employed during 193.6, 1937 and 1938, under FRANCIS B. SAYRE. . -Assistan .t. Secretary' 
of State. 


Miss.'LINCOIN stated that she could not recall that there had ever 
been a Vfoodstock typewriter used in SAYRE'S office, and she felt certain that 
had there been, she would have recalled such'a typewriter. 'She .stated that 
one of the typewriters used in this -offico was an Underv/ood,' vA^ich ^she still 
h^ in her possession., and another typewriter, also an Underwood, which Miss 
NETOOi-SB had used, but vdiich had been replaced by an L, C. SMITH typewriter 
sometime between 1933 end l939i She stated that there was ^^other typey/riter 
in SAYRE'S office, and,, to her recpllection^ this typewriter v/as also an C,- 
.Smith machine,, which v/ns procured probably in 1938 of 1939, inasmuch as 1he 
L. C., Smith typewriter reguli'rly used by Miss NEViCOMB had frequently broken 
dov/n. 


Mss NEVtCOi® stated tha.t she originally used an Underwood typewriter 
in SAYRE'S office and she had later substituted .this" for an L. C. 'Sim.th type- 
irfiter. She stated th'at-during the latter part of-her eraplojnnent in SAYRE'S 
office, another typevriter was brought into this office to be used in case her 
regular machine broke dovna, inasmuch ae she had frequent difficulty with this 
macliine. She stated this typewriter, which was used as a spare, was an L. C. 
Smith make or possibly a Remington ma.chine. She started that, to her toov/ledge, 
she had never used a. Vfoodstock typs’/riter, and believed that if she had used 
such a machine .she v/ould. have rec.ailed it.

C, .1 have been 
there six dr eight times, but I can’t tell just off hand, I can’t recall 
that I have ever- been to any residence of ALGER HISS other than 3210 P Street,' 
N. W. • 


"One day v^hile I v^s working at the HISS residence, I was repair¬ 
ing a lamp in the front bedroom, I had to move a table to get at a base 
plug and there v/as a typev/riter. on this table. There was no cover on this 
typev/riter, and I remember that it was a Woodstock, The reason that I fe- 
membor it was a Woodstock is because.the name Woods'tock was visible so I 
could see it, I oduldn’t miss it, I don’t remember exactly v;here the word 
Woodstock was on the typev/riter, "but my recollection is that it was someplace 
on the top of the 'typewriter, ^ I am pretty sure that this word Woodstock was- 
in gpld letters. -The table I.inehtioned was a square wood table, and besides 
the typewriter there v/as a small table lamp -on the table. There was a standing

The Undenvood v/as in the living room, and the one upstairs that was not the 
Woodstock was in the rear bedroom. I remember this one particularly because

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FRIZZELL was originally interviewed on January 6, 1949 and on 
February 5, 1949 he was reintervicwod, at v;hich time he furnished the above 
signed statement* During the latter interview HIIZZSLL appeared to bo calm, 
unhurried, and .was not, flustered. He' did not givc~th^ outv/ard appearance of 
lying, but the following discrepancies in the information he gave in the first 
interviev/ and that v/hich ho gave in the second are noted: 

1, In the first interview he advised that he remembered seeing a 
Woodstock typewriter in the front bedroom of 3210 P Street,

t In the second interview he said ho had seen a Woodstock type-

; 5, FRIZZELL stated in the firsb interview that he had seen three 

■ .type\7riters in the HISS residence; a Woodstock in the front 

, upstairs bedroom,, an Underv/ood typewriter in the upstairs rear 

bedroom, and an unidentified typev/riter dovmstairs, 

In the second interview ho said that he recalled an Underwood 
typewriter in the downstairs living room, and another type- 
v/riter,which make he could not recall, in an upstairs bedroom. 
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6, roiZZBLL conrnented in his first intertricw that he distinctly 
recalled a dictaphone in the residence -of ALGER HISS, 7?hen 
interviewed the second time, ho denied making the previous 
statement, and said that he did not recall ever seeing a 
dictaphone in the HISS home. 


The records of Stone’s Mercantile Aj^oncy reflect in a report dated 
May 23, 1939, that CHARLES SPtARD FRIZZELL. Bon Air Heights, Maryland, age 
49, an Electrician by trade,, had three’ satisfactory credit accounts and a 
record of two debt suits. The source of information at Stone’s Mercantile 
Agency, C. Ti.BONFIELD, stated he had known FRIZZELL for a number of years 
and considered him to bo a- very poor .risk. He also said that it v;as his 
understanding that FRIZZELL had lost some of his jobs due to dishonesty, and 
that he comes from a family that does not have a very high status in the 
community.
